BILL APPROVED. 
A message was received from the Governor an­ 
nouncing th at he h?d approved Assembly Bill No. 
81—in relation to seals and sea lions. 
FIRST READING OF BILLS. 
A num ber of bills were read a first tim e and re­ 
ferred to committees. 
CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION DEBATES. 
On motion of Mr. BBl Valle the Assembly took 
up from the second reading file Senate Bill No. 192— 
An Act to provide for the publication of the debates 
and proceedings of 
the Constitutional Com cn- 
tion. 
The bill was read by the Secretary, and the amend 
m ents made by the Cominitteee on Public Printing 
were adopted 
The only changes m ade o r the com­ 
m ittee m the bill as it passed the Senate are that 
the am ount for transcribing the notes is reduced 
$2,000, and the aniouut for printing raised $2.000, 
and the printing required to be done at the State 
Printing Office instead of by contract—the latter 
am endm ent being found necessary from the careful 
estim ate of the State Printer, showing th at in order 
to make a first-class job of it th a t am ount would be 
necessary. 
Mr. U cC artt, of Lake, moved to amend Section 
2, so as to m ake the price of transcription 15 ceuts 
per folio instead of 20 cents. 
Mr. B ru n e r reminded the gentleman th at the 
present Legislature had already passed a bill fixing 
ihe rate for short hand reporting at $10 per day and 
20 cents per folio. This bill gave no per diem, and 
simply a3ked fur 20 cents per folio, and the reporters 
did not get any $10 a day for taking the notes. 
It 
would be unfair for the State to compe her citizens 
who had cases in Court to pay 20 ceuts per folio, and 
then pay only 15 cents for the same kiud of work for 
the State. 
Mr. You no said th at the Committee on Printing 
had reduced the maxim um to be paid for tran­ 
scription in such a m anner th at the reporters m ight 
not get 20 cenia a folio. If there were 100,000 folios, 
as is estim ated, they will only receive 18 cents per 
folio as the bill staads now. 
Out of this am ount 
they have to pay their amanueuses, office rent, sta­ 
tionery and all other expenses. 
Mr. Muliiolland warned the friends of the bill 
not to oppose this am endm ent. 
They would only 
create opposition to the bill and defeat it entirely. 
The am endm ent was voted down emphatically.

have to lire u nder it. 
It is more than necessary—it is 
absolutely im portant th at we should have a proper 
record of the proceedings, th at we may get the in­ 
terpretation and meaning and intent of the framers 
of the Constitution so that" it may be the means of 
enlightening the people of the State, not only upon 
the floor of this Chamber, b u t in years to come.

say we do not deny the expense.

respecta I do not believe it is the very crystallization 
of p4)litical wisdom, but i do know it is a noble 
document, aud I believe the average of the men 
who framed it are representative men of California. 
When this Assembly m et here I would have laid 
down one hundred gold dollars for a volume of the 
debates of th at Convention. 
To-dav—although 
thirty days are only left—I would give a dollar a 
day for 
such 
volumes. 
I want them in the 
lu ll—in the Library. 
It may bo in the providence 
of politics th at I may be a politician before I die. 
I 
want to know the bed-rock of statesm anship. 
I 
want to see the foundation stone u on which the 
Constitution of the State of California rest*. 
You 
m ust not talk to me about sixteen, eighteen, or 
tw enty ihousand dollars. 
It is a mere bagatelle. 
I 
believe if the Legislature had had those volumes 
before it this session it would have saved the State 
twice the am ount. 
It would have shortened some 
of the debates. That is my opinion. The gentleman 
travels over and discusses the relative value of 
newspapera. 
He says a certain newspaper, I did not 
catch its name- I suppose some of our San Fran­ 
cisco papers—was a valuable paper once,and nobody 
rea ls it now. 
I do not care w hether they do or u o t; 
th at has nothing to do with the question. Gentle­ 
men say the Constitutional Convention refused to 
have this work done. There were reasons pressing 
upon th at Convention which were good. 
It had but 
a limited appropriation, and early in the session it 
became obvious to the m ost obtuse th at the money 
was toi short to do the work, and I regretted that 
I had urged upon this floor an ap p ro p riatio n ^ so 
small a sum for it. 
The money would not go found 
■o they could perform the work the people intrusted 
to them . 
I should like a report of the work done in 
Committee of the Whole. There was valuable work 
done there th at ought to be crystalizcd and seen in 
the a rt preservative of all arts ; which ought to be 
in black and white, where we can see it, and where 
our children can read it. 
I have received letters 
from my constituents asking where they can obtain 
these volumes. They have got the impression that 
they are already published, and they want to buy 
them. 
They are willing to pay down coin for them. 
I believe the Constitution itself, if it docs not ex­ 
plicitly provide for the publication, at least opens 
the door for it. 
It s a j9 th at nothing contained in 
the instrum ent shall prevent the Legislature from 
paying the expenses of the Convention.

1 believe it is in the ligitimate 
expenses and th at it is in the line of statesm anship 
to say so by our votes. There is not a man who 
does not w ant these books, unless it is the honor 
able gentlem an. 
He is a lawyer and statesman, 
and yet does not w ant these books. 
I want them , 
for the Convention has done a work th at is better 
than I a t flrst thought it was. 
REMARKS OF MR. DEL VALLK. 
Mr. D bl Va lle—Mr. Speaker, I wish to answo- 
some of the sophistries of my friend from Sau Fran 
cisco. 
He started out with oue of the strangest 
argum ents I ever heard in my life- th at the publi­ 
cation will be of no m aterial value to the people c-f 
California—and he stops right there, w ithout con­ 
sidering w hal the value of these debates is. 
I have 
particular reasons for defending this measure, and 
for those reasons I have brought this m atter before 
this House. 
I opposed th at very in stru m e n t; I rc 
gretted th at it had become the Constitution of the 
State of California, and for th at very reason I want 
to have my m ind clear upon the subject. 
I wish to 
have w hat information I can ; and why ? If it is 
tru e th a t every word in th a t instrum ent was made a 
subject of argum ent and discussion, in order to 
understand what each word means, we m ust go at the 
very foundation of th at instrum ent. T hat instrum ent is 
the effect, and how can we arrive at the effect if we 
do not search for the cause th a t rroduced it ? The 
fc?u!t is a c t consistent with the evidence we have be 
fore us 
We m ust ascertain the m anner in whU** 
this instrum ent became the law of tha 'tmd. 
That 
is all I desire. 
I believe, aU hou^, \n opposition to 
my friend from San F;*^nCjSCot that the publication 
of these d e b a rs will be of essential, m aterial and 
financial benefit to the people of the State of Cali­ 
fornia ; not only that, bu t the State will be reim ­ 
bursed every cent it may expend in the publication 
of these debates. 
In every State of the Union vou 
have the debates of the Constitutional Conventions 
made public. 
If we ) ad the debates of this Con­ 
vention before us during the discussions here, in»- 
stead of being one-third behind, we would have al­ 
m ost p ssed all the bills we have had before us. 
The very first day of the session we m et with a 
stumbiing-block in darkness, w ithout anything to 
guide us bu t our sole judgm ents. 
This instrum ent 
is new to all of us, therefore whatever we have 
done we have doue w ithout guidance, w ithout any­ 
thing to direct U3 ; have depended solely upon our 
judgm ents ; and if these debates have not been a 
benefit to us, let them be a benefit to the Legisla­ 
tures th at come hereafter. 
I have no doubt that 
when we are done with the session there will be a 
great deal not consistent with the ideas of th at in­ 
strum ent, b u t then the Legislatures to come after 
us will have the light to go by. 
I therefore subm 't 
it as a proposition th at it is in a certain way* no ex­ 
pense, bu t the money invested in this m anner will 
come back to us. 
We will be able to sell these 
hooks, and the polilical benefit th at will come to us 
will be better still, because these ddbates vaill guide 
the Legislatures to oome hereafter in m atters which 
come before them. 


m r. iiartson's ersE cn . 
Mr. H artso i:— Mr. Speaker, it is the custom of all 
the States, probably w ithout exception, to publish 
debates of Constitutional Conventions, especially 
those Conventions wherein great and radie 1 changes 
occur. They are not only considered useful polit­ 
ically, in the Courts, and elsewhere, bu t useful in 
every respect. They give reasons for changes in the 


pu t in print to remain forever/ Ño lefc.’’8^aV>r» no 
politician can consider his library complete without 
a history of the debates of the Constitutional Con­ 
vention, when changes »re radical like these chang*.*- 
D uring our last Convention, the only Constitu ional 
Convention since the formatiou of our State Govern­ 
m ent, I, having reports of the Convention of Iowa, 
tendered them to members, and they considered 
^ ifm 
f»r cat practical utility in determ ining 
w hat changes were proper here. In a State there are 
im portant epochs which m ark the tend ncy of moral 
action. 
These results are exhibited fully in the re­ 
ports of the debates of any Constitutional Conven­ 
cí00;. P ur8» perhaps, more than any other State in 
the Union. 
No State has had so great a n d ‘com ore- 
hensive and m inute changes as we have in r*ll our 
laws. 
It seems proper, necessary, ju st to th e’peo- 
ple th at these changes should be put in print, so 
that they shall live as a part of the political history 
of the State. This is a Senate bill. 
It has passed 
the Senate with almost perfect unanimity. No doubt 
they took into consideration the propriety of this 
question, and bu t few were against it. 
They un­ 
doubtedly considered this question of cost. 
It has 
been before o u t committee, and they have reported 
this as the preper sam to be paid. 
It seems to me 
we should accept the action of the Senate and the 
unanimous report of our committee. 
I hare no 
doubt as to the propriety of the publication, and 
to the sum named we should accept their report. 
Mr. McIntosh was oppose 1 to the bill. 
When the 
first Constitution of the United States was framed 
they had no reporter, and this State can do w ithout 
ju st as well. 
MR. FOX SPEAKS. 
Mr. Fox—Mr. Speaker, I am somewhat surprised 
to find an able lawyer, one wflbse life has been de- 
vo ed to the study of law aud to the rules of ths 
Courts, and as to the m anner of considering the 
law, opposing the publication of the debates of the 
Constitutional Convention, and particularly so to 
hear him urging upon this floor as the reasou why 
we should not make provision for the publication of 
those debates, the fact th at the Convention itself 
refused to publish them , when it is a m atter of his­ 
tory, knowm to every child almost, th at the Conven­ 
tion was limited in its means to such an extent that 
even its own members are unpaid for the per diem 
due for th tir services 
B ut in add tion to this we 
m ust rem em ber th at the debates of a Constitutional 
Convention are treated by the C ourt somt what dif­ 
ferently from the debates of a L gislature. Ths 
Courts care ver3* little for the debates of a legis­ 
lative body, for they construe laws passed by the 
Legislature by the term s used in the statutes. Who­ 
ever exam ines the history of the journals and 
the repot ts of the several conventions of the 
States and 
the 
United 
States, 
will 
find 
th at 
when 
a 
Court 
is 
called 
upon 
to 
construe auy Constitution, when the language is 
ambiguous they go to the debates of the Conven­ 
tion in reference to the language used. 
Why not? 
Constitutions are not framed m a moment. 
Every 
word of the Constitution is weighed ; its effect is 
considered ; tim e is taken for the consideration of 
every sentence in the docum ent. As one gentleman 
has already said, there is scarcely a word, not a sin­ 
gle sentence th at has not been thorougly considered 
and discussed in this Convention. 
Six months 
were spent in considering a bill not longer than Sen­ 
ate Bill No. 118, that passed this IIousu in three 
days 
I venture the asaerti n th at you can­ 
not tu rn to a State Con.-t tution in the Federal 
Union, 
except the 
present 
one 
in 
Cali­ 
fornia, th at you cannot find 
it accompanied 
in its publication to the world by the debates. 
Here we have a Constitution which it is no sin to 
worship, for there is nothing like the Constitution 
of California either in the heavens above or the 
earth beneath, or in the waters under the earth. 
It 
is experim ental in its form, full of ambiguities 
from its opening to its close. 
There are ambiguities 
to be found in it in every place. 
We have been told 
it has already cost the State ten thousand dollars 
for one or two transcript pages of the debates of 
th at Convention. 
I tell you it cost the State ten 
thousand dollars to furnish portions of the debate 
upon one subject, instead of furnishing the whole 
of them ; it a.so cost the State another thing for 
which the State will blush down to the latest gen­ 
eration. 
It c<*t this State a violation of every prin­ 
ciple of law, and every rule thnt has been adopted 
by auy C urts of any civilized land down to the day 
the Legislature m et ; a violation of the principle 
which actuate 1 the Constitutional Convention wheii 
they acted upon the question under consideration. 
These debates were not accepted by the Court. 
I 
say this w ithout any refl ection upon ths Court, th at 
the Court asked : u Why, gentlemen, don’t you 
provide for the publication of these debates? 
We 
cannot take m anuscript portions of them and as­ 
sume 
th a t 
they are 
official; 
we m ust have 
som ething of an official character.” 
Until that 
comes there Is nothing by which the Courts 
of this State can act in considering the Con­ 
stitution except th a t which 
they can gather 
from public rum or as to w hat was the will of the 
people, as to what the people understood. 
We 
m ust go to the debates of the fram er of the Constitu­ 
tion—the representatives of the people—else we 
have only sound which comes to us from the open 
a ir ; take newspaper articles, street couversatisus, 
the great multiplicity and volume of sound th at 
com s rolling in, without any possibility of weigh­ 
ing the reasons which make up th at sound. 
We 
want to understand the voice and will of the people, 
not 09 to whether the Constitu ion should he adopt­ 
ed. 
It is impossible for any one of us to tell when 
a vote is taken here upon this floor, by the sound 
of voices, which way it has goce. 
We hear a vol­ 
ume of sound roll up th at 
makes us 
think 
three-fourths of the members are voting. 
When a 
division is called for it is found th at only half a 
dozen have answered. 
So it is when you attem pt to 
construe the Constitution by listening to the roll of 
sound and voic. s th at comes up from political slums 
and all other places. 
The whole mass of the people 
have construed the Constitution a t one election, but 
when you take the whole volume of souud th at cotnev 
up, you will perhaps think the mass of the people 
have construed it differently. 
There is no safety in 
resorting to an} thing else except to the debates of 
the Convention in order to gain light aud to con­ 
strue the instrum ent which was the result of the 
labors of th at Convention ; and every ¿tate Conven­ 
tion except our own lias gone forth to the world 
with those debates, by which the Courts have been 
enabled to construe it. 
Toe third-reading question 
is perhaps one of the most insignificant of all ques­ 
tions, yet th at was one of t e most ambiguous. 
I 
can point over place after place, where oue clause of 
the Constitution, as it rcad3, is in direct conflict 
with another, th at is, as we would construe its words 
unexplained by the debates. 
Ambiguities are scat­ 
tered all through it, and there is no possible way of 
understanding what the framers of th at instrum ent 
m eant except to have these debates by which to 
c >nstrue them . 
As to the cost of these debates, I 
do not know w hether the committee have property 
estim ated upon it, bu t I tell you if it be five times 
the c >st named in this bill, it is money well expend­ 
ed for the State of I alifomia. 
The people have al­ 
ready expended millions of dollars for a con­ 
struction of 
one 
or 
two 
sections 
of 
the 
old Constitution. 
This Constitution has been 
framed 
to 
be 
the 
fundam ental 
law 
of 
this State for many years to come. 
1 venture the 
assertion th at before a new one is framed for this 
State $30,000,000 will be expended by the people of 
this State in trying to get thi9 Constitution properly 
construed—in trying to understand what it means. 
Under the revenue laws which have been passed 
under the Constitution, millions on millions will be 
spent to know what is constitutional law. 
When 
this is to be doue, every w riter upon constitutional 
law tells us the debates of a constitutional conven­ 
tion are m ost valuable where the language of the 
docum ent is ambiguous. 
Shall we hesitate to pay 
a few thousand dollars for the purpose of having 
those debates published in official form so they can 
be recognized by the Courts and made accessible? 
I am desirous of getting tliis work done. 
If it costs 
this State $*250,000 to get these debates published 
in official form, it is money well expend, d.

Mr. S p e n c e r — Mr. Speaker, in noticing the de­ 
bate which has taken place upon this measure. I find 
an erroneous impression exists in the minds of some 
who oppose this bill. They seem to think it is 
somewhat tf a newspaper measure. 
On this point I 
claim to know something. 
I know it is not. 
The 
reporters who have reported the proceedings of the 
Constitutional Convention wrere reporters of th at 
body. 
No portion of their orig nal documents has, 
as yet, appeared in the papers of this State. 
It is 
in no way whatever connected with the newspapers. 
The short-hand reporters are gentlemen who work 
for wages. 
They are m eritorious men in every re­ 
spect, and no man need be afraid of opposing or 
favoring this measure on account of any expecta­ 
tion of future rewards or punishm ents. 
The pub­ 
lishers of newspapers are generally managers of 
their own journals, and the reporter is only a por­ 
tion of one of the departm ents. 
1 shall favor this 
btil, as a defender of the new organic law which 
seems to have so roiled some of my friends. To me 
the docum ent has no absurdities. 
To me it is no 
new thing. 
Its prin iples of taxation areas old as 
American civilization. 
Upon the third reading 
question a new departure was made.

may be new ; bu t this Constitution grew out of 
great issue upon the quest on of taxation. 
As lias 
been so graphically described upon this floor, this 
State had left all the others of this Union ; she had 
left 1850, and marche 1 step by step until she is 
an isolated State of this Union, great in wealth.

I was early in the 
fight for the new Constitution.

I had favored the calling of th at Convention ; I was 
one of the nominees of th at party presented upon 
th at tic k e t; I watched the proceedings of that 
Convention w ith great interest.

soon as

the

been reached, I knew it had struck the popular 
heart Any man w ho mingUs with the people might 
have seen it. 
I noticed another thing : The debates 
of th at Constitutional Convention have never been 
sufficiently and fully published. 
I regret to say 
th at the great newspapers of California seemed 
anxious to stifle their representives on tnis floor 
who were with tbe m ajority of the people of this 
State. 
I say the debates have never been published. 
The reporters have them correctly, and they should 
be printed ami preserved. 
W hat & caricature we 
would make of ourselves if, after holding a Consti­ 
tutional Convention, we refused to publish its pro­ 
ceedings. 
There were men in it of ereat ability, 
rep eaenting all the various phases of society—of 
California life. 
It was a magnificent representative 
body of the intelligence and wealth of the State. 
W hat would we think of V i r g i n i a If she had not 
given to the world the debates of her Constitutional 
Convention ? W hat would we not, as a free people, 
give if we had the debates of the old Constitutional 
Convention th at framed the organic law of the 
nation? It is a m isfortune th at they were not 
preserved. 
It is a m isfortune th at there were no 
correct phonographic repon ere 
in 
ti ose days. 
W here will you find in this country such a brilliant 
galaxy of intellect as thpre was upon the floor of 
th a t Convention ? I want the able argum euts of 
such men as Volney E. Howard, and J. McM. Shat­ 
ter, and Terry, and Estee. and Barbour, and lAine. 
and others, preserved and placed where they will 
never d ie ; and for these reasons I favor the bin.

I came upon this floor to Itgislate in the interest of 
my constituents, and my motives have been ques­ 
tioned by the honorable gentlem an from San Fran­ 
cisco.

I tell these genilemen th at these petitions 
will furnish a winding sheet to bury them in politi­ 
cal oblivion so deep th at no political Gabriel will 
ever resurrect them . These petitions represent the 
voice of the people. And we have received a dispatch 
th at on to-morrow 3,500 more will be forthcoming. 
Senators try to shield themselves and dodge the is­ 
sue by saying it is the capitalists who deposit in 
these banks. 
I have stood ^nd witnessed people as 
they have filed into the savings banka of San Fran­ 
cisco with their $5, their $10 and their $50, and 
placed it there in a secure place ; and I will venture 
to say th at there is not a man on this floor who has 
ever seen a rich man in San Francisco go and make 
deposit in a savings bank.

THE ADDRESS 
To the people, of the Constitutional Convention, 
when they advised them to adopt this Constitution, 
they saiti as follows :

In 
Russia, for ex ample, which has preserved 
the primitiv ¿ social institutions more faith­ 
fully than any other country in Europe, 
the heads of families until very recently 
esercised an authority ever its members 
which 1 *ft the latter liltle or no volition 
in the -aianagciaont of their affairs. The 
rigid maintenance of th e system of com- 
munit y property in land, under the Mir, 
or to ít-nsbip instituticn, no doubt contrib­ 
uted greatly to facilitate this family des­ 
pot: sm. Until the abolition of serfdom it 
was. the custom for the head of the family 
to select wives for the male ohildren long 
b ifore the latter had became old enough to 
marry, and as the girls were grown up 
when so chosen, it was very common for 
the young men, or. reaching adolest once, to 
co tuoicil to middle-aged or 
elderly wives, whose vigor had been ex 
pended in laboring for the benefit of the 
elders. As in -China the veneration for 
parents is carried to the point of idolatry, 
it is perfectly reasonable to suppose that 
tho parental authority may merge into 
slavery. The belief that slavery exists 
among the Chinese in California has indeed 
been frequently asserted, but no sufficient 
evidence has ever been adduced in support 
of it. The allegations commonly made 
with regard to the authority exercised by 
the Six Companies, even if true, would 
prove no more than the existence of a 
kind of peonage or serfdom, w hich though 
akin to slavery, is yet sufficiently 
distinguisficil from the latter. 
The 
statement made by Consul Bailey, to 
the effect that the English Government 
of Hongkong has made repeated efforts 
to extinguish Chinese slavery there, but 
without success, is not so easily credited. 
Indeed, if any facte-exist to bear it out evoa 
partially, the probability would seem to he 
that the evil complained of was really a 
patriarchial system of peonage, and not 
slavery as understood in the Western 
world. The rigidity of the Chinese social 
institutions, however, must render it com­ 
paratively easy for Chinese colonists to 
maintain customs the only hope of abolish­ 
ing which can he derived from a desire on 
the part of the enslaved people themselves 
to recover their independence. W ith any 
other people such a movement for libera­ 
tion would be natural, but the Chinese can 
conceive of no destiny worth the achieving 
which separates them from their time-hon­ 
ored customs, or subjects them to the im­ 
putation of having shown disrespect or 
want of submission to their ancestral 
deities.

EDUCATIONAL LEGISLATION. 
We have as yet received no answer to 
the pertiuent question why the introduc­ 
tion of the Quincy system of instruction to 
the public schools of California was n< t 
proposed by the framers of the new School 
bill, and why, when it was proposed as an 
amendment to the bill, it was voted down 
in the Senate. 
Yet it seems to us that 
these are questions which demand 
answers, and that until they are answered 
the intelligence both of the educators 
who framed tho bill, and of the legislators 
w ho have acted upon it, must lie under 
impeachment. The Quincy school system 
is the one rational and coherent method of 
instruction in the United States. It is 
the first successful reform of the common 
school system. That system, as commonly 
applied, is little better than a delusion and 
a snare. It is a plan of education which 
does not educate. 
It has produced 
generation after generation of ill-informed, 
narrow-minded, 
unintelligent 
people. 
At Quincy they have discovered means 
of making the schools successful. 
It 
is a common-sensc method, as moat suc­ 
cessful methods are. There can remain no 
doubt in the minds of such as have exam­ 
ined the Quincy system that it ought to 
he applied to every American school. But 
we are about to put a new Constitution in 
force, and though our educational system 
has neeessarily to be remodeled, neither 
our educators nor our law-makers think it 
advisable to adopt this one good system of 
instruction. It is not as if the Quincy sys­ 
tem were an experiment. It has been in 
operation ten years, and is fully tested, 
and all its merits are thoroughly estab­ 
lished. There is no excuse tor ignoring it 
or disregarding it- It is a good method, 
while those which the new educational hill 
proposes are not good methods ; are in fact 
neither more nor less than the old methods 
which have had such unsatisfactory results 
On the whole we do not recogoiao in the 
new bill any adequate evidence of a desire 
to introduce educational reform, though 
there can be no question as to the need 
for it. 


INNOCENT ME. GAKCELON. 
The inquiry into the Maine case has 
developed ex-Governor Garcelon’s simplici­ 
ty and gnilelcsaness in quite a surprising 
way. It seems that he never counted air 
one out in accordance with a partisan pro­ 
gramme. In fact, he had no knowledge of 
any such programme. He did not know 
the politics of those who were counted out 
when tho counting ont was performed. And 
he was agreeably surprised when he sub­ 
sequently discovered that all those who 
had thus been deprived of their seats were 
Republicans. The singularity of this out­ 
come has no parallel in politics short of 
that remarkable experience related by the 
elder Mr. Weller. That gentleman was 
driving a coach. An election agent sent 
for him and told him that in case any acci­ 
dent should happen to the vehicle while 
he was carrying a load of voters belonging 
to the other party—such, for instance, as 
the overthrowing of the whole pasty into 
tho river—be should have a ten-pound 
note. And nothing in Mr. Weller's varied 
career struck him as so remarkable as the 
coincidence that after what the agent had 
said to him his coach did upset, and did 
pitch all those voters into the river. This 
is the only incident we can recall which is 
fit te be named in the same day with Mr. 
Garcelon’s truly refreshing expression of 
surprise at finding that all the members 
who had been counted ont were Republi­ 
cans. 


that even if a ’.andlord has laid his plans for 
robbing all \,is boarders, in the most elab­ 
orate way, it will still be necessary for 
him to bring them all out of their rooms 
at one and the same tim e; and that 
ne thing will do this so effectually as the 
I alarm of fire. Had the Grand Central Hotel 
I burned more quickly it is possible that the 
conveyance of the guests valuables might 
have been effected without suspicion or dis­ 
covery. But the conflagration wassogradual 
that time was afforded for the rescue of 
most of the property, and unfortunately 
for themselves the purloiners took many 
things after they had been thus removed 
from the burning building. This was a 
fatal blunder, as appearances indicate, but 
it cannot be expected that a first experi­ 
ment in an entirely new line should be a 
complete success. Perhaps the rashest 
step taken by the inventor of the scheme 
was the attempt to carry it out notwith­ 
standing the presence in the house of a 
noted criminal lawyer, whose experience 
was thus necessarily called into service far 
the detection of the plot and the confu­ 
sion of its author. It is scarcely necessary 
to point out that if this method of ac­ 
quiring a competence finds at all general 
favor, housekeeping must become more 
popular than boarding, even at the water 
ing-places.

It is possible that this question of slav­ 
ery may, however, afford a handle whereby 
to deal with the subject of Chinese immi­ 
gration. If indeed the paternal authority 
is so intimately hound up with their social 
system that to ask them to modify it is to 
ask them to revolutionize their civilization, 
the fact would furnish an additional argu­ 
ment against the free importation of a peo­ 
ple so situated to the United States. The 
question of assimilation, about which so 
much has beeu written, is closely con­ 
nected with this new phase of the subject, 
moreover, for it is clear that if the aboli­ 
tion of partial or completo slavery 
is regarded by the Chinese them­ 
selves as impracticable, because it is an 
outgrowth of their entire social system, 
nothing can he more hopeless than to im­ 
agine that such a people will in any given 
time abandon their peculiar customs and 
institutions, in order to conform them­ 
selves to American civilization. W ith re­ 
gard to tho alleged ability of the Chinese 
successfully “ to defy foreign laws and 
“ Courts even in foreign countries,” we are 
disposed to attribute the actual condition 
of things in this respect rather to the diffi­ 
culties which their language throws in 
the way of English-speaking peoples, than 
to tho peculiar vitality of their pre­ 
judices. 
That language makes them 
au alien 
race 
wherever 
they go, 
and they are 
enabled to keep up 
their special customs because it is 
scarcely possible for Americans to ascer­ 
tain what they are doing. The life of the 
Chinese who have been in California for 
twenty years is a mystery to most people 
even now, and it is only occasionally that 
anything comes to light concerning thsir 
peculiar methods of governing themselves. 
The new vein opened by Consul-General 
Bailey, however, promises better results 
than most of the preceding experiments in 
the eame direction. The slavery cry is a 
taking one even with those whose preju­ 
dices lead them to sympathize rather with 
Chinese than white men, and the question 
has now reached a stage where none of us 
are disposed to quarrel over the means of 
enfranghisemeut, if only tho evil can be 
abated.

produce something entirely" original in the 
way of crime, and though the experiment 
has not thus far had the success which 
was doubtless anticipated by the pro­ 
jectors, it is, nevertheless, a bold and un­ 
conventional flight.

This effected, pains must lie 
taken to secure as many wealthy board­ 
ers as possible. The next step is to ascer­ 
tain by cautious rcconnoissances whcrethey 
keep their valuables. When this ha3 been 
learned it only remains to set fire to the 
building artistically in the middle of the 
night, and, while the guests are running 
frantically about, to gather up their jewelrv 
and other portable property, and convey 
it to a place of safety. This appears to 
have been the method conceived and 
partly executed liy the late landlord of the 
Grand Central Hotel, at Oakland. Unfor­ 
tunately for his prospects, he had not 
been sufficiently careful about the details 
of the project, and so the police were enabled 
to trace to his possession some trunks which 
on investigation were found to contain 
a quantity cf the plunder. Of course it 
is not yet ascertained that the robbery was 
preceded by deliberate arson, but the con­ 
juncture of circumstances is suspicious, and 
the indications of a preconceived plan of 
robbery are altogether inconsistent with the 
supposition that the fire which opened the 
way to the robbery was a surprise to the 
ingenious operators. It must be admitted 
that the plan here suspected is a particu­ 
larly expensive one, and in gome respects 
is not unlike the method of preparing roast 


A Washington Journal on the San Fran­ 
cisco Situation. 


Assemblyman Brooks, of Butte county, 
has introduced a bill to appropriate $30,000 
for further investigation into the debris 
question, a report -to be made to the'Gov- 
ernor next December. It is difficiilt to 
believe that the framer of such a hill can 
have given any attention to the subject, for 
if there is anything settled about it, the 
urgency of immediate action may be so 
regarded. Nor is there any excuse for 
such procrastination as this bill proposes. 
There is no need dor more investigation. 
The reports of the State Engineer and of 
Colonel Mendell afford ample data for in­ 
telligent legislation. 
The public know 
both the extent and gravity of the evil, 
and the ways by which 
can be 
cured. 
We are compelled to look 
upon 
such 
propositions 
as 
this 
of Assemblyman Brooks as being in;the 
line of obstructive legislation. There is no 
warrant for any more delay in the prem­ 
ises. Another year of inquiry would render 
remedial action very much more difficult, 
for it would bring the debris lower down 
in the rivers. Colonel Mendell and the 
State Engineer both recommend that work 
he begun this summer, and no one who 
has examined the question can doubt the 
necessity of prompt remedies. Mr. Brooks’ 
bill is utterly inadequate and unsatisfac­ 
tory. It would not be regarded as even 
touching the case at issue. It is calculated 
to suit nobody, and it is only a round­ 
about method of trying to prevent any ac­ 
tion from being taker. 


AMBASSADORIAL ACCOUNTABILITIES. ' 
A dispatch from Shanghai states that the 
Chinese Ambassador to St. Petersburg, who 
signed tho treaty of Kuldja, has been be­ 
headed by his Government, as a slight 
token of its appreciation of his services. 
It is highly improbable that he signed tho 
treaty without full power from Pekin ; but 
it appears that the Russians outwitted him, 
the Btory being that the Kuldja they 
restored was not the Kuldja they had an­ 
nexed. They perhaps “ floated the grant ” 
after the manner once so familiar to Califor­ 
nia land thieves ; but whatever they did,the 
poer Ambassador has had to bear the brunt 
of his Government’s displeasure. The ac­ 
countability of Ambassaddfe in China is 
evidently no mere matter of form, The 
man who sign3 a treaty must answer for 
its failure with his head. It is indeed 
possible that the diplomatic envoy in this 
case proved accessible to the favorite Rus­ 
sian influences, and that he returned home 
richer than he should have been. Unfor­ 
tunately for his Government, the treaty of 
Kuldja stands, notwithstanding the decap­ 
itation of the Ambassador, and that treaty 
may at no distant date bring China aud 
Russia into collision, in Central Asia. 


THE «AELAND FIRE. 
The examination of Benson, the proprie­ 
tor of the Grand Central Hotel, Oakland, 
which was to have taken place yesterday, 
was postponed in the Oakland Police Court 
until the 17th instant. As the investiga 
tion for the missing property continues, 
the evidence that the thieves had knowl­ 
edge that the hotel was to be burned be­ 
comes more conclusive. Every step was 
taken that could have been if the destruc­ 
tion had been planned for weeks, and 
preparations for the removal of the prop­ 
erty made calmly and deliberately, and 
not in the excitement that prevailed on 
the night of the fire. Popular indignation 
is strong against Benson and Hergot, 
the two men arrested. It is now ascer­ 
tained that the goods transported to the 
house, No. 1117 Willow street, West Oak­ 
land, were taken there by Whitney’s 
Express, from the sidewalk in front 
of the hotel on the night of the tire. When 
Hergot’s house was searched a handsome 
Japanese box was found in the oven. Be­ 
ing questioned closely about silverware, 
Mrs. Hergot was compelled to admit that 
there were spoons concealed in the house, 
hut she said they were where no one could 
get them. In the rooms up-stairs, Mrs. 
Judge Campbell, Mrs. JohnsoD, and other 
ladies, identified several articles of their 
own property. 
A quantity of books were 
also found. Hergot himself could give no 
satisfactory account of how he came to 
possess them, and appeared quite ignorant 
of their titles or contents. A missing 
trunk was found at Tubbs’ Hotel, in the 
stable. East Oakland, and when opened 
was found to be packed full of ladies' aud 
gents' clothing. It is known that when 
the trunk was brought to Hergot’s lionsc 
on the night of the fire, it contained but 
little clothing or anything else; whereas 
when found at the stable and opened by 
the authorities it was heavily freighted 
with goods, and was found to contain all 
the missing clothiDg of Miss Gibbons, with 
tho exception of 
$40 worth, also 
articles 
of 
clothiDg 
belonging to 
Mrs. and Judge Alexander Campbell. 
Three pairs of pant.», two coats, and 
underwear of J. H. Stone also formed a 
part of the contents of the trunk. Ben­ 
son’s explanations of what has been brought 
to light are very unsatisfactory and inade­ 
quate, and his endeavor to s’hift the re­ 
sponsibility of packing the clothing in the 
large trunk on the night of the tire, on the 
bell-boys, Henry Colety and William 
Habliztl, will not relieve him in the least 
of the grave charges preferred against him. 
The bell-boys both contradict Benson’s as­ 
sertions concerning the packing of the 
trunk, and they declare they acted under 
his orders. 
Mr. \\ illiams, of the Mendocino Lumber 
Company, previous to the fire gave the 
por.er a box that had valuable contents. 
After the fire the box was found filled with 
books and papers of no value. The opinion 
of Judge Alex. Campbell, Jr., that a por­ 
tion of the recovered goods must have been 
taken from the hotel before the fire, is 
generally believed to be correct by those 
investigating the matter. —[S. P. Call 
March 14th.

A Washington Hew of the San Francisco 
Alt nation.

W ashington, March 14 th. — Ilamsdell’s 
Republic, which last Sunday published a 
strong editorial article in advocacy of Federal 
action to restrict Chinese immigration, has 
to day the following in regard to the situa­ 
tion at San Francisco:: “ The saus-culottes 
of the sand lots are in full blast in Ban Fran­ 
cisco. Idleness, ignorance, crime and ferocity 
gather in the vacant sandy lot adjoining the 
City Hall, and feed their cravings for excite­ 
ment by listening to the vaporing of Denis 
Kearney. This brassy, screaming, mercenary 
wretch, with the disposition of a wolf and 
the jawbone of an ass, makes merchandise of 
the ignorance and race hatred to be found in 
the lower orders of the city’s popula­ 
tion, and for ua occupation assembles his 
crowd every Sunday afternoon, aud en­ 
deavors by all the arts of which he is 
capable to incite them to riot against the 
Chinese. There is no cause for all this.” The 
Republic then recites the practically unani­ 
mous vote of the people oí the city against 
Chinese emigration, the State prohibition of 
employment of Chinese by corporations, the 
fact that a case is now pending to test the 
constitutionality of this’ provision, and the 
nature and demand and threats meanwhile 
made by Kearney and his adherents, and 
continues as follows:

Wells, Fargo A Co.'s Letter-Carrying Eu- 
sines*. 
[Special to the R kcorp-Un isn.] 
Washington, March 14th.—It is learned 
to-day that the report of the Commission of 
the Fostoffice Department officials ou the 
subject of Wells, Fargo & Co.’s letter-carry­ 
ing business took the ground that the whole 
business should be prohibited. This recom­ 
mendation is based primarily upon the gen­ 
eral propositions that the Federal Govern­ 
ment ought to monopolize the carriage of 
letters throughout its entire jurisdiction, and 
that such has been the uniform tenor of 
all legislation and of all discussions 
upon the subject since the date when the 
Constitution was adopted. The committee 
informally admit that it was proper to ignore 
this policy in the eaily days of the settle­ 
ment of the Pacific coast, before adequate 
mail facilities were provided for that region, 
but they claim that no such reason for per­ 
mitting private corporations to perform the 
Government’s function exists at pres­ 
ent, and therefore the general system 
should again be enforced everywhere. 
Their principal specific argument against al­ 
lowing the express company to carry letters 
is the Government’s liability to lose postage 
by reason of the inclosnre of more than half 
an ounce of mail matteria three-cent stamped 
envelopes which Wells, Fargo & Co. sell for 
5 cents, it bring, they say, manifestly to the 
iuterest of the company to sell as many en­ 
velopes ps possible without scrutinizing the 
use their customers may make of them in 
this regard. Postmaster-General Key has 
taken this report into consideration, but, as 
heretofore stated, he is not inclined to act in 
(he matter hastily, and will afford all parties 
interested a full opportunity to present argu­ 
ments before taking any action. 
A Kcvcrrnil Forger. 
Richmond (Va.), March 14th.—The com­ 
munity was startled this morning by the pub­ 
lic announcement that Dr. Luther It. Dickin­ 
son, editor and proprietor of thte Planter and 
Parmer, a magazine, and a prominent citizen 
of Richmond, has been engaged for two 
years past in a systematic course of forgeries, 
using forged indorsements of Jtter <fc Dickin­ 
son, proprietors of the Rtl'gious Herald, to 
negotiate notes of his own, which he offered for 
discount at vari us banking institutions of 
this city or said to note brokers. He has 
also forged the indorsements of Rev. Dr. 
George B. Taylor, Baptist missionary to 
Rome, Italy, and Rev. Chase Taylor, a Pro­ 
fessor in Wake Forest College, North Caro­ 
lina, both of whom are his brothers-in-law. 
The fact that he was a brother of Rev. Dr. 
A. E. Dickinson, the junior member of the 
firm of Jeter & Dickinson, and was otherwise 
so highly connected, dispelled all suspicion as 
to the genuiuenes» of the forged signatures, 
and he-might have continned his criminal 
operations for a long time to come hut for the 
recent death of Rev. Dr. J. B. Jeter, the 
senior member of the firm of Jeter & Dick­ 
inson, which event rendered impossible the 
further use of the firm name in negotiating 
loans. A settlement of the affairs of the de­ 
ceased Dr. Jeter led to the discovery of the 
forgeries. The forger, finding a disclosure of 
his many crimes about to be made, left the 
city last Thursday, ostensibly on business, 
since which time he has not been heard from. 
He left behind a contrite letter, saying he 
was penniless, but would strive to pay all his 
debts and lead an honest life. The amount 
of his forgeries is $283.

Two Charges Heard In the San Francisco 
Police Court. 
[San Francisco Call, M'xreh Htb.] 
Denis Kearney, arreste j upon two charges 
of misdemeanor predi cated upon language 
used by him in making a speech to the 
Tenth Ward Club, W. P. (J., in Irish- 
Aiuerican Hall on the sight of the 9th inst., 
was called for trial in the Police Court 
yesterday afternoon at 2 o’clock. The de­ 
fendant was present with Clitus Barbour, 
his counsel, who, on behalf of his client, 
pleaded not guilty to each charge, after 
having waived the reading of the com­ 
plaints and waived the right of trial by 
jury. Ex-District Attorney D. J. Murphy 
appeared as special counsel for the People, 
and conducted the prosecution. The Court­ 
room was crowded with citizens of all 
classes, who listened to the trial with in­ 
terest. 
The prosecution, in answer to a question 
by Judge Rix, announced that it had 
elected to try the accused first upon the 
charge of having used profane language, 
and then called Sands W. Foreman, assist, 
ant clerk of the Board of Supervisors, and 
by his testimony proved the ordinance 
under which the proceedings were insti­ 
tuted. 
R. B. Miller, a police officer and the 
prosecuting witness, was then called, and 
after answering a few preliminary ques­ 
tions to establish the venue, said': “ Was 
in Irish-American Hall. Saw Kearney, 
the defendant, there. Saw from S00 to 
1,000 other persons there. Heard Kearney 
address these persons, and Leard him say, 
* There is Clans Spreqkels, the biggest 
d 
d thief who ever went unhung, and, 
G 
d 
him, I am man enough to tell 
him so to hi3 face.’ Kearney said this in 
a loud tone of voice, in a violent manner, 
and his remarks were received with tu­ 
multuous applause. There is a person 
named Claus Spreckels in this city. He is 
the proprietor of a sugar refinery.” 
In answef to questions by Barbour on 
cross-examination, the witness said: “ I 
was seated on a window sill in the hack 
part of the hall, but could hear every word 
the defendant said ; made a note in short­ 
hand characters on my fingers nails, as it 
would have been unsafe to have taken 
notes on paper. Made a transcript on a 
sheet of paper, and on the following day 
saw that two morning papers had reported 
the words as I had taken them down. I 
destroyed my memorandum. At the time 
Kearney made use of the language com­ 
plained of he was 
DENOUNCING THIEVES IN GENERAL, 
And had in his hand a copy of the circular 
issued by the Citizens’ Protective Union, 
and had been reading from it. He said 
that Claus Spreckels belonged to the 
Union. Spreckels was not there. The 
language used by the defendant did not 
create a breach of the peace, but think it 
would had Spreckels been there. I did not 
arrest Kearney at the time, as I was in 
doubt as to my authority to de so then. I 
was detailed by the Chief of Police to at­ 
tend the meeting, but was not directed by 
any one to make the complaint against the 
defendant. I suggested that one ought to 
be made. I consulted with my superior 
officer, and then swore to the complaints. 
J. F. Alexander, a reporter, testified 
that the language used by the accused at 
the time and place referred to by the pre­ 
vious witness was, 
“ There is Claus 
Spreckles, the biggest, dirtiest thief that 
ever went unhung, an d---------------him, I 
am man enough to tell him so to his face,” 
E. L. Bridges, a surveyor, testified that 
the language used was, “ Claus Spreckels 
is the d 
, dirtiest thief that ever went 
unhung, and by G 
, I am man enough 
to tell him so.” 
W ith this testimony the prosecution 
rested. 
After consultation with his client for a 
few moments, Mr. Barbour said, “ I will 
ask Mr. Kearney one question. ’ 
Tbs- defendent then took tho witness- 
stand, and, after beiug sworn, said : “ On 
the evening in question, in speaking of the 
men who had been called upon, and who 
had signed the roll of the Citizens’ Pro­ 
tective Committee I said, ‘ There is Claus 
Spreckels, he is the biggest labor thief in 
the State, and by G 
, I am man enough 
to tell him so to his face.’ ” 
Mr. Murphy You knew at the time 
that Mr. Spreckels wa3 aboeut from the 
city, that ha was in the Sandwich Islands, 
did you not ? 
Kearney—I knew that lie was in the 
city.Mr. Murphy—Then w hy did you not go 
to h¡3 house, or his place of business, aud 
tell him so to his face ? 
Kearney—I may do so some of these 
days. 
THE DEFENSE CLAIMS A DISCHARGE. 
The defense rested and submitted the 
case without argument. C’ouusel for the 
defendaLt, however, claimed that under 
the charge iu the complaint and the proof 
his client was entitled to his discharge, as 
there was nothing in evidence tostiow that 
a breach of the peace had followed the lan­ 
guage used.* He claimed that the ordi­ 
nance charged more than one distinct of­ 
fense, and that one of these was “ lan­ 
guage having a tendency to create a breach 
of the peace,” which charge the prosecu.- 
tion had failed to establish. 
Mr. Murphy contended that the counsel 
had placed a wrong construction upon the 
ordinance, and held that if the prosecution 
proved either the use of profane language, 
not addressed to theperson spoken of, or the 
use of language haviug a tendency to create 
a distui bailee or breach of tho peace, that 
was sufficient for a conviction. 
Judge Rix said that he did not wish to 
pass hastily upon the matter, but would 
carefully examine the ordinance and ren­ 
der a decision to-morrow morning. 
The second charge, that of having 
threatened to commit a crime, namely", the 
crime of murder, upon the occurring of an 
event, was then taken up, when counsel 
for defendant said that he would admit 
that the ordinance had been proven, that 
Kearney used the language charged in the 
complaint at the time and place and in the 
manner charged by the prosecution. Upon 
this admission the second case was sub- 
mittcd also, without argument, and taken 
unueradvisement until to-morrow morning. 


E xtraordinary Case of M agnetic I n­ 
fluence.—Au extraordinrry and unprece­ 
dented case of violation has just been tried 
at the Assizes Court of the Var. A young 
man of twenty-four, named CastellaD, pre­ 
sented himself at the house of a respect­ 
able farmer named Hughes, and, pretend­ 
ing to lie deaf and dumb, obtained supper 
and a night’s lodging. In the morning he 
persuaded the farmer’s daughter, a modest 
girl of twenty-six, to run away with him, 
and an indictment alleged that he obtained 
au irresistib’e influence over her entirely 
by means of magnetism. Thé moment she 
came to her senses she was filled with re­ 
morse, but whenever he magnetized her 
she wa3 a mere instrument in his hands, 
and submitted to whatever he told her. 
Three doctors of Tou'on gave their opinion 
in accordance with that of Dr. Tarlien, of 
Paris, and many other medical men of the 
highest reputation, that it is possible by 
means of what is called magnetism to oh- 
tain such influence over a young girl as 
completely to annihilate her will. Castellan 
boasted of his magnetic power while 
standing at the bar, and offered to mag­ 
netize the presiding Judge. He actually 
tried to magnetize the Procureur Imperial, 
and frightened him so much that he angrily 
ordered the prisoner to lower his eyes Be­ 
ing iujml guilty by the jury, ho was’ sen­ 
tenced to twelve years’ imprisonment, with 
hard labor.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


CAPITOL NOTES. 


The subject of providing five State Norm al 
Schools, as proposed by the bill to be in tro 
duced from the Assembly Committee on 
Education, is receiving the careful aud active 
attention of the m any now in the city from 
the various localities where it is proposed 
they Bhall be located. 
There will probably 
be a reduction from the am ount first agreed 
upon by the comm ittee as an appropriation 
for the purpose, so as to make it in all about 
$200,000, for erecting the buildings. 
There 
will be strong opposition to the measure by a 
portion of the members, on the ground th at 
the educational interests of the State do not 
démaud the num ber of Norm al Schools pro­ 
posed ; 
th a t further appropriations would 
Le required to complete the bnildings, and 
th a t 
when 
completed 
they 
would 
require from the State each year about $150,­ 
000 for their support. 
Those active in pro­ 
curing their establishm ent set forth th at one 
Norm al School for the whole State is inade­ 
quate and only of local benefit; th at the 
other locations selected are centers of large 
areas, and which cannot appropriate any 
benefit under the present system, and that 
the State has not as yet provided sufficient 
educational advantages for the general wel­ 
fare of the State. 
On the other hand, Sena­ 
tor Langford regards the whole educational 
system as too expensive and plainly defective, 
and has introduced Senate Bill No. 430—“ To 
ascertain the will of the people of the State, 
touching the propriety of so changing our 
public school 
system 
as 
to 
place 
the 
education of 
children 
more under pa- 
rential 
control, 
to 
render 
it less ex­ 
pensive and better adapted to the wants of 
the rising generation than is practicable un­ 
der the present system .” The bill proposes 
to obtain, by use of special ballots a t the 
S tate election the present year, an expression 
of the people upon the subject of amending 
the Constitution to make it conform to any 
or all of the seven projKsaitions named in the 
bilL 
The points proposed to be subm itted 
are: F irst—Compelling parents, w hoareable, 
to educate their own children. 
Second—For 
the State to assist in support and education of 
those whose parents r.rta unable to do so. 
T hird—D eclaring 
against 
State 
aid 
for 
those whose parents are able to educate 
their children. 
Fourth 
and 
fifth relate 
to freedom of parents to select schools for 
their children, and prohibiting religious ot 
non-religious instruction against the parents’ 
wishes. 
The sixth provides for the branches 
to be taught when at the public expense ; and 
seventh, th at the business of educating the 
young shall he open to private enterprise and 
free coropetitiou, hut requiring the .State to 
provide such schools as may be required and 
as private enterprise .hall fail to establish. 
Considerable interest is manifested in As- 
semhy Bill No. 397, providing for the t-urv-y 
and sectinnizing of all unsurveyed assessable 
lands, for the purpose of classification and as­ 
sessment according to qualities.. The bill re­ 
quires all such lands to be surveyed before 
the first of next December, and.the ex[*hse 
to be paid by the owuers of the land so sec- 
tionized. 
Un Saturday forenoon the famous Indian 
ecout C aptain Jack was a t the Capitol, dressed 
p-> his buckskin Indian costume, and bis heavy 
bus.hy cloud of hair tied loosely back at the 
neek’aud reaching far down his back, with 
bare hea.d and wigwam moccasins to m atch 
the outfit.

which only imagination and cheap literature 
can picture.

Assembly, where he was invited upon the 
floor aud accepted a seat with M r. M aybell, 
and chatted freely. 
W hile thus seated and 
engaged in cov*ersation, a member of the 
Assembly informed a lady sitting in the hall 
th at C aptain Jack was sitting over there 
w ith I Ir. Maybell, pointing in the direction. 
“ W here?” inquired the lady, and by which 
tim e nev-ral others in the group had joined 
in trying to catch a sight at the famous 
stranger. 
“ T here,” answered the member, poipting, 
“ th at rumple-headed, wild. Injuu-looking 
fellow there, near the cooler, sitting with 
M aybell—those two sitting there together.” 
“ Oh, ye», I see them ,” she continued, eager­ 
ly ; “ which one of them is the In ju n ? ” 
And then the gentleman started off to trade 
the conundrum with a fellow member. 


The Story of a Plucky Woman—She Fires 
Three Ehots a t an Alleged Rival. 


L ast evening a shooting scrape—which was 
the street sensation last night—occurred in a 
lodging house over Scriver’s stables, on K 
street, between Sixth and Seventh, which re­ 
sulted in the wounding of N ettie W inkerplek 
by Mrs. George H am ilton. 
The difficulty 
grew out of an alleged intim acy, charged by 
the wife to havo existed between George 
H am ilton, her husband, and the wounded 
girl. 
H am ilton is a locomotive engineer in 
the employment of the C entral Pacific Itail- 
road Company, and is about 35 years old. H is 
wife is about 30 years of age, very good look­ 
ing, intelligent, lady like, and evidently a 
“ plucky wom an.” 
N ettie W inkerplek is a 
brunette, a handsome auiFstoutly-built girl of 
about 16 years, and has been employed as a 
uurse by M rs. 
George 
I. Lammon, at 
whose rooms 
the 
shooting 
took place. 
The story of Mrs. H am ilton, told to the re­ 
porter, in a candid and very frank manner, 
is substantially a£ follows; 
During apportion 
of la?t year Líie girl W inkerplek lived a t her 
house, but was discharged for inefficiency. 
Sometime soon after last Christmas she 
learned th at her husband had been paying 
improper attentions to the girl, and visited 
her in a room which he had rented for her, 
UBder an assumed name, in a Third-street 
lodging house of some notoriety. U pon being 
accused by bis wife of his misdoing, be had 
acknowledged his guilt, but promised to re­ 
form and cease attentions to the girl. 
De­ 
cently, however, Mrs. Ham ilton learned th at 
he had broken his vows. 
She bad conversed 
with the girl on the subject, and on Saturday 
some strong language had passed between 
them. 
Y esterday afternoon about 3 o’clock 
H am ilton returned to the city from a trip 
over the road. 
Upon going-to his home, at 
1018 H street, he at once reproached his wife 
for her quarrel with the girl, which she 
deemed to be sufficient evidence th at his fam­ 
ily had not been the first to bliare his pres­ 
ence iu the city. 
A quarrel ensued, and she 
challenged him to go with her to see her rival 
and settle certain disputed statem ents. 
To 
this he assented, and the two went down 
to where the girl lived, expecting to take her 
out for 
an 
evening 
walk 
and arrange 
m atters satisfactorily. 
W hen they reached 
the place—about 7 P. M.—Ham ilton stopped 
near the foot of the stairs while his wife went 
up to call the girl. 
The two women then 
came 
partially down the stairway, and 
stopped and began a dispute there. 
Angered 
by the denials of the girl, Mrs. Ham ilton 
says she drew from her pocket a small pistol, 
and fired three shots at the object of her re­ 
venge, who ran screaming up the stairs to her 
room. 
One shot entered the girl’s upper lip, 
and, passing around, came out just back of 
the left jaw ; another entered her hip, pro­ 
ducing 
only a 
flesh wound—neither of 
them 
being 
likely to 
prove 
serious. 
Mrs. 
H am ilton 
says 
th at 
she 
then 
went out upon the street and inquired 
of bystanders w hat had become of the "m an 
th at ran down stairs.” 
H er liusbaud, who 
had retreated a short distance, at once re­ 
turned. 
She then said, “ Come on, George, 
and we will go to the station-house.” Ju st 
at 
this 
time 
R. 
D . 
Scriver 
and 
W illiam 
Arlington 
approached, 
and 
ac­ 
companied the man and his wife to the 
police office, where they were locked up in 
separate cells. 
The statem ents of Mrs. 
H am ilton in regard to the incidents of the 
affair a t the shooting are in the main cor­ 
roborated by the testim ony of other w it­ 
nesses, and also by her husband, though 
the latter 
denies th a t there 
was any 
ground 
for 
his 
wife’s 
jealousy, 
and 
pronounces the stories which had been told 
her to be utterly false, and enters an earnest 
protest against the charge of illicit relations 
with the girl, W inkerplek. 
M rs. Ham ilton, 
after the shooting, was very calm and col­ 
lected and at times was exceedingly cheer­ 
ful, seeming to take great satisfaction in the 
assault she had made. 
The tone and m an­ 
ner of her statem ent and her recital of the 
story impresses the hearer with the idea th at 
she bodeves a wife has us clear justification 
to personally right her wrongs as has a hus­ 
band whose happiuess has been destroyed 
and whose act in avenging himself upon the 
destroyer is generally commended. 
Yet, 
while expressing herself about the case with 
spirit,, she frequently broke down aud wept 
bitterly. 
She alleges that the immediate 
cause of the shooting on the stair-way was 
the denial by the girl of statem ents she had 
reviously made to the wife concerning the 
usband. 
The denial angered her and she 
shot. W hile on the way to the station-house, 
Hamilton, in discouraging liis wife from talk­ 
ing, said to her, “ Oh, you are nervous;’’ to 
which she replied spiritedly, “ I ’m not half 
so nervous as yon were when you ran down 
the stair-way and cleared out.” The pistol 
tised was a small-sized six-chambered revol­ 
ver carrying a No. 22 cartridge. 
A t a late 
hour last night M r. Ham ilton was released 
from custody by direction of the City A tto r­ 
ney. 
No specific charge has yet been entered 
against M rs. Ham ilton. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The C ity Board of Education m et Satur­ 
day evening to discuss the text-book and 
exam ination questions. Superintendent L an­ 
des offered these resolutions : 
Resolved, That from and after tho close of the 
present term there shall be semi annual examina­ 
tions for promotion. 
dissolved, That at the commencement of the next 
school term a new grade, embracing a five mouths’ 
course, and to be known as the post grammar grade, 
be addeu to the grammar schools. 
Resolved, That the Superintendent be and is 
hereby instructed to conduct the examinations for 
promotions, to prepare a graded series of questions 
for the entire school department, and to call upon 
teachers to aid in carrying out the details of such 
examinations. 
- 
Mr. Landes spoke a t .length in support of 
the resolution. 
41 
Mr. Hornblower thought the resolutions 
should not be adopted because the .scholars 
are already forced too much, because the uew 
grade would not till the w ant experienced in 
the gram m ar schools, the trouble being iu 
the methods of the principals of the schools, 
and because he considered th at the prepara­ 
tion of the questions by the Superintendent 
would create inharm ony between th a t officer 
and the teachers and result in injury to 
the schools. 
H e believed th at the m atter 
should be 
w ith the Board of Examiners. 
The resolutions were 
upon to these 
points ana were finally laid upon the table. 
D uring the debate M r. Hornblower re­ 
ferred to the recent report of the Superin­ 
tendent, as to 
the manners 
of teaehers 
tow ard scholars, and doubted the propriety 
of the report as made. 
Mr. M cClatchy thought the report proper, 
and said no teacher should be retained whose 
practices were such toward children as the 
report alleged. 
. 
On motion of Mr. Hornblower it was or­ 
dered th at the examination questions should 
by prepared by the Board of Exam iners and 
be subm itted to the Board of Education a 
fortnight prior to the examination. 
M r. M cClatchy moved and it was ordered 
“ th at this Board shall first ascertain and de­ 
signate the text-books th a t shall be used in 
the schools, and then advertise for thirty 
days for bids for furnishing such number 
thereof as may be required for use during the 
term provided by law .” M r. M cClatchy gave 
notice th at he would move the Board to pub­ 
lish a notice asking for bids to furnish school- 
books a t the lowest price. 
H e said several 
bids were now ready to be submitted, but to 
aw ait the expiration of th irty days would 
prevent action upon bids. 
On motion of M r. B utler the resolution re­ 
quiring advertisem ent for bids for “ thirty 
days ” was amended so as to read “ fifteen 
days.” 
Superintendent Landes moved “ th at the 
following text-books be and they are hereby 
stricken from the list prescribed for use by 
the pupils of this city, and th at none others 
be adopted in their stead, except as hand­ 
books to be used by teachers only : 
French’s

oan F rancisco, M arch 13th.—A t a quar­ 
ter to G this morning a fire broke ont in the 
coal-yard near the corner of Greenwich and 
Taylor streets, aud spread with such rapidity 
th at a general alarm was turned in shortly 
after. 
A strong east wind carried the flames 
to an adjoining building. 
The yard, with its 
contents, were destroyed, Á two story build­ 
ing ou the corner, occupied as a grocery and 
residence, was úiso destroyed with all its con­ 
tents, the inm ates barely escaping in their 
night-clothes. 
A one-i-tory cottage west < f 
the coal-yard aud a two-story tenement-house 
next beyond were also destroyed, the occu­ 
pants lodiDg everything. 
Two houses and a 
carpenter-shop in the rear were also con­ 
sumed, aud two houses. 2013 aud 2015, on 
Taylor street, and a house on the southwest 
corner of Greenwich and Roach alley were 
badly damaged. 
The loss will probably ag­ 
gregate $25,000. 
W hen the tire was burning fiercest a man 
was seen rushing wildly along Taylor street 
and calling upon some one to save his bahy, 
which he said was in the front room of a 
burning building on th at street. 
Two hook- 
and-ladder men volunteered to bring the child 
out. and ascended a ladder to reach the room 
designated, but just as they got to the window 
the glass shivered aud a sheet of flames rolled 
out of the window and forced them to beat a 
retreat. 
The Hight almost crazed the father, 
who exclaimed, “ M y child is burned to 
death ! 
Oh, m y poor child !” 
H e was led 
away, and a few minutes after his heart was 
gladdened by the sight of bis child, saved by 
a neighbor and carried to a place of safety 
before the fire had attacked the house in 
which it had been leit. 
The scene th at oc­ 
curred when the father beheld his child was a 
most affecting oce, and moved m any to 
teRrs. 
A widow named Seiner, who occupied a 
room in one of the burned houses on Roach 
street, was considerably burned while return­ 
ing into her house to save some property. She 
was carried into a house near by, where Bhe 
was cared for until 10 o’clock, when she was 
conveyed to the German Hospital. 
M any of those who occupied the houses 
th a t were destroyed lost everything 
they 
were possessed of, and one lady, a widow 
w ith six children, was left so destitute th at 
the people iu the neighborhood contributed 
clothing for the m other and children, and 
made up a purse for her. 
Mrs. W. J . Stinger of 2007 Taylor street, 
whose house was but slightly damaged, in­ 
vited the firemen into her house and treated 
them to coffee and tea.

The diam eter of the half­ 
eagle is exact—the thickness 43-thousandths 
of an inch instead of 4G-thousaudths as in 
the genuine. 
Tho vary in weight ir from one 
grain light to those one grain heavy. 
But 
coin weights aud measurements are practically 
useless to the public. 
The counterfeits of 
this kind are off-color, having somewhat the 
pale orange tinge of virgin gold.

Scores of stock-raisers will be reduced from 
affluence to poverty.

T H * NORTHERN P '.CUTIO AND TEXAS PACIFIC 
RAILROADS. 
W a s h in g to n , M arch 13th.—A t to-day's 
meeting of the Senate Committee on Rail­ 
roads, it was very distinctly intim ated by the 
four Southern members th at they will not 
allow a favorable report to be made on the 
bill to extend the time for the completion 
the N orthern Pacific Railroad unless thecom- 
zmttos by the same vote authorise a favorable 
report on the bill to catcud the tim e for the 
completion of the Texas Pacific Road. 
This 
arrangem ent will probably be agreed to at 
the next meeting, and both bills will doubt­ 
less be reported back to the Senate on the 
same day. 
The friends of the Northern 1 a- 
cific bill intend to press it forward for action 
during the present session, but the Texas 
Pacific people are understood to prefer that 
their measure shall remain on the calendar 
until next winter, by which time they expect 
it will have gained strength by reason of the 
construction of several hundred miles of road 
in Western Texas, now under contract. 
„ 


COUNTING ELECTORAL VOTES. 
I t has been substantially decided by lead­ 
ing Democrats of both houses of Congress 
th at no legislation on the subject of counting 
electoral votes will be enacted this session, 
and a committee of the Senate caucus had a 
long consultation to-day in regard to the ex­ 
pediency of reviving the old tweuty-second 
joint rule to govern proceedings of the two 
houses in ascertaining and declaring the re­ 
sults of the coming Presidential election. In ­ 
dications a t to-day’s meeting were th at this 
rule, or something very similar, will be 
adopted ; but, of course, the question is not 
considered as so urgent and im portant as it 
would be if the House and Senate were con­ 
trolled by different political parties. 
DEFICIENCY APPROPRIATION BILL. 
Representative M cM ahon, who has charge 
of the deficiency appropriation bill, which 
includes $400,000 for M arshals and $400,000 
for the Government Printing Office, says he 
intends to press it against all other business 
brought forward in the House. 
H e thinks 
th at the bill will certainly be passed in the 
House by W ednesday next, and he hopes he 
can get it through by Tuesday. 
ARMY AND NAVY APPROPRIATION BILLS. 
The House Committee on Appropriations 
have finished the A nny and Navy appropria­ 
tion bills, and will be ready to report them to 
the House as soon as the Consular and Dip­ 
lomatic and Indian appropriation bills are 
disposed of. 
CAMERON CONFIDENT THAT GRANT WILL BE 
NOMINATED. 
Senator Don Cameron has been informed 
by one of his Philadelphia chieftains that 
■Grant may not receive the full vote of the 
Pénnsylvania delegation a t Chicago on the 
first ballot, there being strong indications 
th at a t least twelve of the delegates will im ­ 
mediately 
announce their 
preference for 
Blaine. 
Cameron is reported to have said in 
reply th at he believed the contest would be 
oractically settled long before the Convention 
m et a t Chicago ; Maine and Ohio m ight cast 
complimentary votes for their favorite sons, 
b u t other States woiilil go there instructed for 
G rant, to make a cont-st useless, and he an­ 
ticipated th at the first ballot would entry 
naarly nil the States for G rant. 
Among the 
States which he now considered absolutely 
certain to instruct their delegates for G rant 
are Illinois, K entucky, Tennessee and M is­ 
souri. 
H e also claims that, notw ithstanding 
the predictions of a solid Indiana delegation 
for Blaine, one-half of the votes of th at State 
will be cast for G rant. 
In short, he consid­ 
ers the result absolutely certain, except in 
the contingency of General G rant s death, 
and for this reason ho says he has no second 
choice and is not inclined to listen to any sug­ 
gestion as to w hat he m ight do if G rant were 
out of the way.

I t is a confession of Sidney P. P ratt, 
son of the prisoner, and up to within a few 
m onths chief clerk, bookkeeper and cashier 
of the bank of which his father was Treas­ 
urer. 
He takes the entire responsibility of 
the defalcations, and details the manner in 
which the stealings were effected. 
He ab­ 
stracted mortgages, insurance policies, etc., 
from the bank, realized upon and replaced 
them with cnnningly-exocuteJ forgeries. 
He 
stole, he ssys, $10,000 in Government bonds 
deposited in the bank as collateral, substi­ 
tuting in the envelop old papers.

HOTELS AND BESTAUBANTS. 


Trouble In R oum rlla, 
C onstantinople, M arch 13th.—The trou­ 
bles between the Greeks and Bulgarians of 
E astern Rouraelia have become so acute, and 
the evidence of the systematic efforts by the 
Bulgarians to drive away the Greeks and 
Mussulmans is so overwhelming th a t Aleko 
Pasha, the Governor-General, commands the 
Prefects to dissolve Bulgarian social societies 
and armed gymnastic associations organized 
by the Russians during their administration. 
General Strecker, commander of the Rou- 
melian militia, demands the dismissal of 
Russian officers. The salaries of navy officials 
have been largely reduced. 
I t has been re­ 
solved to return to the gold standard, and re­ 
quire all revenue to be paid in gold, to the 
exclusion of paper and debased metallic cur­ 
rency, the latter to be receivable for arrears 
of taxes at one-half the nominal value. 
The 
decision occasioned further heavy deprecia­ 
tion in metallic currency. 
The price of bread 
has risen in proportion to the depreciation. 
Shopkeepers refuse to receive it except a t a re­ 
duction, which entails upon the poor a loss of 
half their means. 
A lready disturbances are 
reported from provinces in Europe and Asia, 
and in some of the towns baker shops are 
being pillaged. 
S te a m e r M ontan a W re c k e d . 
L o n d o n , M arch 13th.—The steam er Mon­ 
tana is on the rocks at Church Bay. 
There 
is not much prospect of saving her. 
The 
crew and passengers are saved. 
The M ontana is the largest ship of the 
W illiam s & Guion line, except th e A rizona. 
She is iron, has three masts, and 4,000 tons 
measurement. 
She was in charge of a pilot 
a t the time of the disaster, and carried a full 
cargo, chiefly wheat, cotton, oleom argarine, 
oil and bacon.
